Page  433 — ED.VAHD  P.  EA3THAH — Edward  P.  Eastman,  vico  President 
and  general  manager  of  the  Cliittenden-Eastman  Company,  has 
figured  in  connection  with  the  business  interests  of  Burlington 
since  1377  and  his  ability  and  even  paced  energy  have  carried 
him  into  important  relations.  He  was  born  in  Salem,  Ohio, 

January, 1,  I860,  and  is  a  son  of  William  and  Prances  Louisa 
(IlcConnell)  Eastman,  The  father  was  engaged  in  the  banking 
business  in  Ohio,  and  there  passed  away  in  1904,  Ho  is  survived 
by  his  widow,  who  now  resided  in  Burlington. 

The  public  schools  and  a  business  college  constituted  the 
training  ground  on  which  Edward  P.  Eastman  qualified  for  life’s 
responsibilities  and  business  activities.  He  came  to  Burlington 
in  December,  1877,  when  seventeen  years  of  age  and  secured  the 
position  of  bookkeeper  with  the  firm  of  Pollock,  Granger  &  Chittenden 
Throughout  all  the  intervening  period  he  has  been  connected  with 
the  business,  and  upon  the  organisation  of  the  present  Cliittenden- 
Eastman  Company  he  becaae  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  upon  its 
incorporation  was  chosen  vice  president  and  general  manager.

They  issue  a  catalogue  of  about  seven  hundred 
pages,  ten  by  fourteen  Inches,  in  which  are  shown  the  most  complete 
and  best  selling  lines  of  goods  that  can  possibly  be  brought 
together  by  men  of  long  experience  in  manufacturing  and  buying,  with 
the  advantage  of  ample  capital  and  an  enormous  outlet  for  goods. 

Their  motto  has  ever  been  "the  best  goods  for  the  money."  The  company 
manufactures  an  exceedingly  tasteful  and  well-made  line  of  upholstered 
goods,  for  which  they  have  won  an  onvia  le  reputation,  Bo  factory 
in  the  country  can  excel  their  mattress  department,  for  the  building 
has  been  especially  designed  for  the  purpose  and  Is  perfect  In 
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Its  convenience  and  sanitary  arrangements.  Carrying  an  Immense  stock 
ci3  h~nd,  the  company  is  ready  to  meet  any  order  at  almost  a  moment’s 
notice.  within  twenty-four  hours  aftor  an  order  is  received,  shipment 
is  ofttimes  made.  Die  house  is  today  recognised  as  the  world's 
largest  furniture  distributors.  The  plant  covers  a  large  acroage 
and  most  of  the  buildings  are  five  stories  high.  They  have 
an  e.. tensive  selling  force  and  they  employ  skilled  and  competent 
workmen,  while  each  department  is  under  the  care  of  capable 
managers.  At  the  head  of  tho  credit  department  is  R.  J,  Cowles; 
of  the  mail  order  department,  C.  J.  Schenck;  of  the  chair  department, 

E,  G.  Disque;  of  the  sales  department,  IV,  II.  Flock;  of  the  upholstery 
and  mattress  department,  II,  C.  Jordan  and  C.  A.  Duffy.

Pa^e  C33 — Charles  Rochester  Eastman — was  born  in  Cedar  Rapids, 

Iowa,  June  5,  1368,  and  died  by  drowning  at  Long  Beach,  New  York, 
September  27,  1918.  Ills  parents  were  Austin  V.  and  Mary  (Scoville) 
Eastman.  After  attending  public  school  in  hi3  native  Iowa  town, 
young  Eastman  entered  Harvard  University,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1891.  lie  then  studied  in  Johns  Hopkins  University 
and  after  a  year  there  matriculated  In  Gorman  schools,  receiving 
his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Munich  in  1894.  *V'hen  at 
Munich  he  early  became  deeply  Interested  In  certain  old  fossil 
fishes  as  a  line  from  which  descended  the  vertebrate  animals  of 
later  times.  His  keen  researches  into  the  physiology  of  the 
fishes  made  him  a  scientist  of  more  than  national  reputation.  Cne 
of  his  moat  fruitful  efforts  was  his  investigation  of  she  Devonic 
fishes  of  hJ s  native  state.  Doctor  Eastman  a] so  ranked  high  amongst 
zoologists,  as  a  systematist,  Ahe  chief  posts  he  held  were, 
instructor  in  historical  geology  in  Harvard  University,  1394-95, 
and  at  Radcliffe  College,  1395-97;  curator  of  vertebrate  paleontolog 
in  the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology,  1395-1910;  professor  of 
paleontology  in  the  University  of  Pittsburg  and  curator  of 
Carnegie  Museum,  1910-14;  and  research  assistant  in  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  1915-13.  He  served  on  espocial 
investigations  on  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  and  the 
geological  surveys  of  Iowa,  New  York,  Maryland,  Connecticut,  and 
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Hew  Jersey*  Professor  Eastman  had  keen  appreciation  of  ancient 
literature.  He  read  the  classic  texts  with  ease.  He  was  elected 
to  mem'.  e-rship  of  many  of  the  learnod  societies  both  at  homo  and 
abroad,  and  was  editor  of  two  important  and  influential  scientific 
journals.  In  1892  doctor  Eastman  married  Caroline  Amelia  Clark, 
daughter  of  Alvin  Clark,  the  famous  maker  of  great  telescopes. 

On  the  demise  of  the  latter,  Eastman  was  obliged  to  put  aside  for 
the  nonce  his  scientific  investigations  and  take  over  the  manufacturi 
business  which  he  conducted  with  marked  ability  and  profit  for 
thirteen  years.  His  deuth  was  tragic  and  peculiarly  sad.  At 
our  entrance  Into  the  World  War  he  entered  the  service  of  his 
country.  He  wa3  assigned  very  exacting  duties  and  over-exerted 
himself.  Contracting  influenza,  he  vms  compelled  to  leave  his 
post  and  retire  for  a  brief  rest  by  the  36a.  Ho  one  knows  the 
exact  details  of  his  passing.  It  appears  that  on  the  night  of 
his  death  he  left  the  hotel  after  dinner  for  a  short  stroll  on 
the  board  walk,  and  evidently  fell  through  a  broken  portion  of  the 
pier  into  the  surf.

Her  parents,  John  and  Mary  Schoen,  were 
blessed  with  a  family  of  ten  children,  of  whom  Mrs.  Eastman  was  the 
fourth  in  order  of  birth.  To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eastman  have  come  the 
following  children:  Irvin  0,,  ^heater  IT.,  Clarence  and  Agnes  M., 
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Q.11  of  whom  are  living  and  form  a  raost  charming  family. 

Iir.  Eastman  Is  becoming  largoly  interested  in  stock,  and  upon 
his  place  now  has  twenty-five  head  of  cattle,  sixteen  horses, 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  hogs.  Eor  breeding  purposes  he  has  a 
stallion,  Don  Arno,  registered  Ho.,  25,504,  which  is  very  highly 
regarded  in  the  neighborhood.

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December  10,  1053,  son  of  L.  3.  and  Catherine  Eastman,  the  former 
a  native  of  the  state  of  Vcmo.it  and  the  latter  of  the  city  of 
Troy,  Hew  York,  who  many  years  later  became  residents  of  LeMars, 
where  L.  3.  Eastman  spent  his  laat  days  and  where  his  widow  is 
still  living* 

L.  3.  Eastman  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  Vermont  and  in  the  distri 
school  of  his  home  neighborhood  received  a  meager  education. 

When  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age  he  joined  the  "Gold  rush"  to 
California,  going  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  diver  and  the  gulf 
and  crossed  the  isthmus  on  foot,  rea thing  his  destination  from 
Panama  by  way  of  a  coasting  vessel.  He  was  quite  successful  in 
his  quest  for  gold  and  after  awhile  returned  home,  to  find  that 
his  family  had  moved  from  Vermont  to  Wisconsin.  He  joined  them  in 
the  latter  state,  was  presently  married  there  and  began  farming  on 
his  own  account,  remaining  there  \intil  he  came  with  him  family 
to  Iovrn  and  settled  in  thl3  county  in  1376.  Upon  coming  to 
Plymouth  county,  L.  3,  Eastman  bought  a  farm  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres,  whore  the  village  of  Craig  now  is  situated,  paying 
for  the  same  six  dollars  an  acre,  and  became  one  of  the  most 
substantial  farmers  and  ranchmen  in  the  county,  gradually 
Increasing  his  land  holdings  until  he  became  the  owner  of  ono 
thousand  and'  forty  acres.  There  he  farmed  and  raised  cuttle  and 
remained  on  the  place  until  1896,  when  he  retired  from  the  active 
labors  of  the  farm  and  moved  to  Le!.!ar3,  where  he  spent  his  last  days 
his  death  occurring. in  April  1915,  and  where  hi3  widow  is  still 
living.

He  renainod  on  the 
hone  farm  until  after  his  uarriage  in  1G3V,  when  ho  began  faming 
on  his  own  account  on  the  fara  of  three  hundred  and  twenty 
acros  he  had  acquired  in  Grant  township  and  from  the  very 
beginning  was  successful  in  his  operations,  presently  having  one 
of  tho  best-improved  fans  in  Plymouth  county.  To  his  original 
holdings  he  later  added  an  adjoining  "eighty”  and  went  into  the 
raising  of  purebred  Shorthorn  cattle  on  quite  an  extensive  scale, 

Ms  stock  frequently  proving  prize  winners  at  county  fairs. 

Mr.  Eastman  continued  to  make  his  homo  on  his  farm  and  to  give 
tho  place  his  active  personal  direction  until  the  first  of 
March,  1899,  when  ho  retired  and  with  his  family  moved  to  LeMars, 
where  he  ever  since  1ms  made  his  home,  directing  liis  extensive 
interests  from  that  placo.  Mr.  Eastman  lias  ever  given  close 
attention  to  local  civic  affairs  and  during  his  residence  in 
Grant  township  served  for  ten  terms  as  a  member  of  tho  school 
board  and  for  years  was  justice  of  the  peace  there.  He  is  n cw 
serving  as  alderman -at -large  for  the  city  of  LeMars  and  is  giving 
Ills  close  attention  to  public  affairs. 

It  was  on  January  2G,  1307,  at  Monticello,  Wisconsin,  that 
E.  E.  Eastman  was  united  in  marriage  to  Estolla  'Wallace,  a 
daughter  of  Alexander  .Wallace  and  wife,  and  to  this  union  two  children 
have  been  born,  Mabel,  who  married  J.  ■£p.  Evans,  and  Clyde,  now 
serving  as  sergeant-major  in  the  Iowa  national  Guard,  in  the 
federal  service,  on  tho  Mexican  border.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eastman 
are  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  On  Juno  22,  191G,  Mr.

Pago  171--- John  11^  Eastman — -In  1098  John  H.  Eastman  cune  to 
Barnum  and  opened  the  first  bank  in  t'nat  village,  founding  it 
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upon  standards  of  conscientiousness  and  honor  and  gaining  his  reward 
in  quick  success.  lie  is  well  known  in  local  financial  circles  as 
a  prosperous  private  banker,  being  identified  with  the  conduct 
of  his  original  enterprise.  He  v/as  born  in  Goodhue  county,  Minnesota, 
December  22,  1365,  and  is  a  son  of  Ransom  and  Phoebe  (Crain)  Eust:ian, 
the  former  a  native  of  Ohio  and  the  latter  of  Indiana.  The 
father  went  to  'Wisconsin  at  an  early  date  and  remained  in  that  state 
for  some  time,  going  later  to  Minnesota ,  where  he  purchased  land. 

He  improved  and  operated  his  farm  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
In  the  spring  of  1367.  IIi3  wife  later  married  17,  G.  Rundcll,  who 
followed  farming  for  seme  tine  but  later  operated  a  stave  factory 
in  Fillmore,  Mi  nesota.  After  four  years  he  engaged  in  the  egg 
and  poultry  business  in  Spring  Valley,  in  the  same  state,  and 
for  eight  or  ten  years  v/as  successful  in  this  enterprise.  He  then 
moved  to  South  Haven,  Michigan,  where  he  ov/n3  and  operates  a  fine 
fruit  farm.  lie  is  a  Veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  enlisted 
at  the  time  of  President  Linccln'3  second  call  for.  volunteers  in 
Company  C,  Third  Minnesota  Infantry,  and  served  until  the  close  of 
the  vmr.  He  is  now  seventy-six  years  of  age  and  is  still  active 
and  successful. 

John  II.  Eastman  began  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Spring  Valley,  Minnesota,  and  later  entered  tho  Oskaloosa , ( la. ) 
Business  College,  graduating  from  that  Institution  with  tho  class 
of  1030.  Immediately  afterward  he  obtained  a  position  as  clerk  in 
a  clothing  store  and  after  eight  months  of  this  connection  returned 
to  Spring  Valley,  where  he  kept  books  for  his  stepfather  for  three 
years.  His  banking  experience  bega  at  the  end  of  that  tine,  when 
ho  obtained  a  position  as  bookkeeper  in  the  bank  at  Spring  Valley 
and  did  able  and  systematic  work  for  two  years.  In  1894  h6  went 
to  Callender,  Iowa,  and  formed  a  partnership  with  F.  D.  Calkln3, 
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formerly  county  auditor  of  Kossuth  county,  in  the  operation  of 
a  private  bank.  They  also  enlaced  in  the  lum’.er  business  end  were 
successful  in  both  enterprises.  They  sold  their  Interests  in  1300, 

In  which  year  Mr.  Eastman  cane  to  Barnum,  where  ho  opened  the  first 
bank  in  the  village,  which  lie  still  operates.  It  Is  a  private 
enterprise  and  is  conducted  along  the  progressive,  yet  conservative 
lines.  Mr.  Eastian  understands  the  details  of  present-day 
banking,  while  his  systematic  mind  and  his  up-to-date  methods  have 
been  factors  in  his  success.  The  enterprise  is  capitalized  at  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  and  is  rapidly  expanding.  Mr,  Eastman  is  Interested 
in  various  local  business  concerns,  holding  stock  in  the  Earnum 
Telephone  Company,  of  which  he  was  a  director  and  treasurer  for 
six  years.

county,  Ontario,  February  13,  1837,  and  is  the  eldest  of  the 
fivG  children  of  Almon  and  Matilda  (McCarter)  Eastman,  also  of 
Canadian  birth.  The  father  is  still  living  at  North  Gower, 
aged  seventy-seven  years.  Matilda  Eastman  died  in  1050,  at  the 
age  of  thirty-five.  Samuel,  father  of  Almon  Eastman,  was  a 
native  of  Canada,  of  English  decent.  John  Eastman  was  put  to  work 
at  an  early  age,  and  had  no  educational  advantages.  In  1357  he  left 
home  and  went  to  Fafcibault,  Minn.,  where  he  was  employed  for  throe 
years  in  a  livery  stable.

August  10,  1362,  he  enlisted 
in  Company  C,  flirty- third  Wisconsin  infantry  v/olunteers, 
and  served  till  August  9,  1365,  with  the  army  of  thG  Tennessee. 

IIo  was  in  the  following  battles  and  campaigns;  Coldwater,  siege  of 
Vicksburg,  Jackson,  Meridian  expedition,  Pleasant  Hill  Landing, 
Centrevillo,  Cane  River,  Eayou  Dulf,  Marksville,  Tellow  Eayou, 

Tupelo,  Nashville,  and  Spanish  Fort. 

After  liio  discharge  he  engaged  in  teaming  and  farming  in 
Denton,  LaFayette  County,  VI lx. ,  till  1078,  when  he  came  to  Plymouth 
county  and  purchased  land  on  section  thirty-four ,  Washington  township 
where  ho  is  now  the  owner  of  200  acres,  and  carries  on  mixed 
farming.

Wright  county,  died  at  his  home  in  Clurion,  on  the  6th  of  June. 

He  was  Treasurer  and  Recorder  of  that  county,  when  those  two  offices 
were  united  in  one,  holding  tho  position  for  several  years,  during 
which  time  ho  became  widely  known  throughout  northwestern  Iowa, 
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Some  time  after  lie  settled  in  Webster  City,  where  he  wa3  engaged 
several  years  in  tho  norcantile  business,  lie  was  originally 
from  Western  Hew  York,  It  was  related  of  him  that  he  had  failed 
in  business  in  tho  State  of  New  York,  Making  some  sort  of  a 
compromise  with  his  creditors.  After  coming  to  Iowa,  he  was  fairly 
prosperous,  acquiring  a  competence .  As  soon  as  he  was  able,  he 
paid  every  one  hf  his  Hew  York  debt3  with  interest,  obtaining  a  full 
and  liororable  discharge  from  every  creditor.  With  excellent 
business  abilities  he  was  possessed  of  an  exceedingly  kind  disposition, 
and  died  as  he  had  lived,  with  many  friends,  and  few,  if  any  enemies.

Page  505 - R.  K.  Eastman,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  one  of 

the  early  settlers  of  Wright  County,  and  tho  first  settler  of 
Clarion.  He  was  a  native  of  New  Hampshire,  born  in  Piermont, 

Grafton  County,  July  31,  1008,  a  son  of  Henry  and  Sarah  (Kimball) 
Eastman,  natives  of  New  Hampshire  and  of  English  ancestry.  The  father 
of  our  subject  v.as  killed  while  serving  during  the  war  of  1312, 
being  wounded  at  the  battle  of  French  Mills  and  died  at  Halifax, 
leaving  his  widow  with  four  children,  of  which  our  subject  was  the 
youngest.  Ho  remained  with  his  mother  until  he  wa3  sixteen  years 
of  age,  v/hen  he  went  to  learn  the  trade  of  carding  and  cloth  dressing, 
here  serving  an  apprenticeship  of  three  years,  and  teaching  school 
winters,  following  this  cocation  for  five  years.  In  the  years 
1332-33-34  he  traveled  for  the  celebrated  firm  of  Fairbanks,  in  the 
scale  business.  He  then  went  to  Havana,  Chemung  County,  Hew  York, 
and  engaged  in  tho  mercantile  business,  which  he  followed  for  about 
twenty  years,  and  in  105G  he  enig.  rated  to  Iowa  and  located  In 
what  was  then  known  as  "Horse  Grovo , "arriving"'  there  on  the  3d  of 
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May,  105G,  engaging  in  farming  for  two  years.  In  the  fall  of  1357 
he  was  elected  treasurer  and  recorder  of  Wright  County,  The  county 
seat  was  then  in  contest,  and  he  held  his  office  at  Horse  drove, 
now  Iowa  Township.  The  county  judge  being  located  at  Goldfield, 
in  the  spring  of  13C0  ho  removed  his  office  to  Goldfield,  where 
he  remained  until  the  people  voted  to  remove  the  seat  of  justice  to 
what  is  now  Clarion,  where  the  first  building  was  the  court-house, 
and  our  subject  with  the  county  property  was  for  three  days  the  only 
resident  of  Clarion,  removing  here  IT  ov  ember ,  13C7.  He  served 
as  treasurer  and  recorder  of  the  county  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
after  which  he  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  with  his  son, 
which  he  followed  until  13G8.  Afterward  he  became  associated 
with  his  son-in-law,  George  A.  McKay,  and  a  ^r.  Gates,  in  the 
real  estate  and  banking  business  until  1375,  when  he  moved  to 
Webster  City  and  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business,  which  he 
pursued  until  the  fall  of  1336,  when  he  returned  to  Wright  County, 

He  v;as  married  October  30,  1337,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  LIcHeal,  a 
native  of  Vermont,  a  Daughterof  Daniel  LIcHeal.  Mr,  and  — *rs. 

Eastman  we  e  the  parents  of  tliree  children,  vizj  Cornelia,  the 
wife  of  G,  IT.  Hancock,  of  Clarion;  Helen  Laurette,  the  widow  of 
G.  A.  McKay;  and  Oliver  K. ,  of  Daws  County,  Nebraska.  Hr,  Eastman 
lost  his  wife  by  death  October  14,  1853.  He  was  again  married 
July  3,  1374  to  Mrs.  S.  J.  Jamison,  whose  maiden  name  was  Eldricge, 
of  Lebanon,  Hew  Hampshire.  Hq  and  his  wife  are  neialers  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church.  Politically  he  was  formerly  an  old  lino  Whig, 
and  ha 3  been  a  member  of  the  Hepublican  party  since  its  organisation. 
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
